Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 27-42 are allowed. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Following a diligent 
search it was determined that the prior art neither teaches nor suggests an enzyme exhibiting 13- 
1 ,4-endoglucanase activity which has a temperature optimum of 65 0 C measured at a pH of 7.5 
and an amino acid sequence that is at least 75% identical to amino acids 26-485 or 26-646 of 
SEQ ID NO: 10 along with all other characteristics claimed in claims 28-42. 

Examiner has withdrawn the previously held rejection of claims (directed to the above 
subject matter) under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by Dhillon et al. and also as obvious over 
Dhillon et al. and Olsen et al., since applicants have amended the claims to include optimum 
temperature of "65 ° C at pH 7.5", which characteristic is not taught or disclosed by either 
Dhillon et al. or Olsen et al. and therefore cannot be considered as prior art.
